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Separation of Vegetable Fibre. 





This invention consists in a process or mode 
of treating the stalks and leaves of certain 
plants, commonly known as “flags” and 
“rushes,” and belonging respectively to the 
genera iris and juncus, for the purpose of ob- 
taining a filamentous fibre of suitable length, 
toughness, strength, and elasticity to adapt it 
for use in the manufacture of bagging, ropes, 
and other analogous articles. The flag being 
most valuable for this purpose by reason of its 
abundance and size and length of stalk, refer- 
ence is made to it alone in the following descrip- 
tion of the process. The flags are in best condi- 
tion for treatment when they have attained full 
growth, since the fibre will then have maximum 
length and the requisite strength. They may, 
however, be used with good result when old or 
past bloom. 

A quantity of flags having been selected for 
treatment, they are first softened by immersion 
in water, and then combed or hackled in the 
same manner as flax, thus reducing them to 
long, thin, narrow strips or strands they are 
then boiled, preferably in an open kettle, from 
twenty to thirty minutes in an aqueous solu- 
tion of soda, lime and soap. The proportions 
of these ingredients are as follows: Water, one 
hundred gallons ; carbonate of soda (sal soda), 
five to ten pounds; slaked lime, five to ten 
pounds ; soap (bar or soft), one to two pounds. 
During the time the boiling is in progress the 
flags should be moved about in the bath or 
frequently raised and lowered therein for the 


purpose of constantly bringing fresh caustic | 


in contact with them, whereby the action of 
the alkali is facilitated, the gluten being soft 
ened or partly dissolved: To facilitate this 
dipping operation the material may be attached 
by spring-clamps or other suitable fastenings 
to bars of iron or wood, and thus suspended in 
the liquid. The bars may be raised and 
lowered by any suitable means; but a 
special machine has been devised for this pur- 
pose. After removing the material from the 
bath it is stripped or rubbed lengthwise with the 
hand or any suitable appliance for the purpose 
of removing the adhering gluten, thus leaving 
the woody fibre clean. It is then mashed and 
well rinsed in water, and thus put in condition 
for final treatment, which consists in immersing 
it in a bath of water, one hundred gallons ; bo- 
racic acid, one to two pounds ; soap (bar or soft), 
two pounds ; glycerine, one pound. This bath 
is heated to boiling point, and the fibre allowed 
to remain therein from one to two hours. Upon 
removing it from such bath it is thoroughly 
washed and allowed to dry, preferably in the 
open air. This completes the process, and the 
product is a thread-like or attenuated fibre, hav- 
ing such degree of flexibility and strength as 
adapts it to be worked up into various useful ar- 
ticles, such as are usually made of hemp. 

Instead of immersing the fibre in the bath of 
boracic acid, soap and glyceriiie, as above de- 
scribed, it may be first dipped in a bath of gly- 
cerine dissolved in water (one-fourth pound to 
one pound of glycerine to one hundred gallons 
of water will suffice), and next in a bath of 
sulphate of soda—that is to say, a neutral bath 
formed of greatly-diluted sulphuric acid and 
soda. Upon removing the fibre from this bath 
it is immersed in weak ammonia water to re- 
move any traces of acid, which, if left in the 
fibre, renders it brittle. 

The first step of the process—to wit, hackling 
or combing the material into fine strips—is very 
important, in fact indispensable, since it is 
thus prepared for the subsequent action of the 
caustic alkali, which then has access to the glu- 
tinous matter, and quickly destroys its adhesion 
to the woody fibre, whereas if stalks of flags or 
rushes are immersed intact in the alkali they are 
reduced to a condition in which the fibre is 
worthless for the purpose in view, After comb- 
ing or hackling, the strips and strands 
thus produced must be prevented from en- 
tanglement during the subsequent operation 
of boiling, and for this purpose they are 
confined in bundles (from two to three 
inches in thickness) by means of wire, strips 
of tin, or other means of fastening; but 
is is obviously necessary to untie these bundles 
after removal from the caustic-alkali bath in 
order to strip off the gluten. It is, however, 
practicable to dispense with tying in bundles 
and to secure bunches of the strands at one end 
only, so that they will hang free in the bath. 
The only object to be attained in any case is to 
keep the strands or fibres straight, or at least 
prevent them from forming into knots or snarls. 
The fibre is obtained without treatment in the 
boracic-acid bath ; but the latter is employed to 
thoroughly clean the fibre and also bleach it toa 
slight degree. 

The claim covers: 1. The process of treat- 
ing stalks and leaves of the plants specified,

which consists in hackling or combing them into 
strips, boiling the latter in an alkaline bath, 
next removing the gluten and immersing the 
fibre thus obtained in a bath of boracic acid, 
soap, and glycerine. 2. Thesubsidiary process of 
treating stalks and leaves of the kind specified, 
which consists in softening the same by immer- 
sion in water, next hackling or combing them 
to reduce them to long thin strips or strands, 
and boiling in an alkaline bath to soften and 
dissolve the adhering gluten. (266,771.)

Judging by the Fracture.

Whenever a line of shafting breaks, a 
boiler explodes, or a rod or a link snaps, an ex- 
amination of the fractured surface of the iron is 
made. The inferences drawn from the examina- 
tion are sometimes very unfair to the maker, at 
other times to the consumer ; although the ex- 
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aminer himself would do no injustice to either. 
These unjust conclusions may frequently be 
ascribed to the prevalence of crude notions con- 
cerning the appearance which the fracture should 
present. Many suppose that if it is not fibrous, 
but crystalline, then the metal was unfit for use, 
and they charge the foreman or engineer with 
having subjected it to injurious and unnecessary 
strains which rendered it worthless at the time 
of the accident ; or they charge the maker with 
having furnished metal of so poor a quality that 
it was unable to stand customary wear and 
tear. These charges are grave ; they injuriously 
affect professional character, and they should 
be made with extreme caution, for the condition 
under which iron may assume and maintain a 
fibrous or a crystalline structure are yet matters 
of profound scientific inquiry. For a long time 
they have engaged the attention of the best 
engineers, who, recognizing the difficulties in- 
volved in the question, have been slow to form 
and to utter positive convictions. 

The appearances of fractures being due to the 
positions assumed by the molecules of iron at the 
places ; when the metal is fluid any change in 
their position may be accounted for. Thus, 
when pouring molten metal into a mold, that 
which chills rapidly will, when broken, exhibit 
a different fracture from the rest. It will be 
crystalline and lustrous, indicating hardness and 
brittleness; while parts of the same casting which 
cooled slowly will exhibit a dull granular frac- 
ture, and be found comparatively soft and tough. 
Here the fluidity of the mass readily permitted 
its molecules so to arrange themselves under 
the varied conditions of temperature as to impart 
to it the different qualities, ’ 

When the iron of which good shafting, boiler 
plate, rods or links are made leaves the fashion- 
ing tool it is of uniform quality. It remains 
solid while in use, and any molecular changes 
must be attended with difficulty, and be pro- 
duced only by powerful external agencies. 
The opinion that the severe cold of our win- 
ters changes fibrous iron into crystalline, 
although generally entertained outside the 
profession, is received by engineers with 
many grains of allowance, and some of 
the best of them reject it altogether. Indeed, 
they have great reason to doubt whether 
iron as it comes from the rolls or the ham- 
mer in the form of bar, plate or rod has a 
fibrous structure. Take the rod to the draw-bench 
and draw it into wire in the usual way. You 
impart to it a fibrous structure; and so doall ma- 
chines for testing tensile strain. The test pieces 
when drawn asunder exhibit fibrous structure, 
and this is assumed to show that they possessed 
such structure before they were subjected to the 
strain ; but it proves nothing of the kind. As in 
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wire-drawing the tendency of the operation is 
to cause the molecules to take the form of fibre: 
but had another method of rupture been em- 
ployed the same pieces would have appeared 
crystalline, and by the popular standard been 
adjudged inferior. Nick them round, as is fre- 
quently done in the rolling mill, and laying them 
flat between two supports, subject them to the 
force of a falling weight. They will break 
squarely off, and not a trace of fibre can be de- 
tected in the fracture. Had the same bars been 
tested in another familiar way, by making a 
nick on one side only, and then with a hammer 
bending them until they broke, the fracture 
would have been fibrous, the bending being so 
far a wire-drawing process as to arrange the 
molecules in fine lines. Whether the fracture be 
fibrous or not depends upon how the rupture 
came about, and to condemn iron because its 
fracture is crystalline, without taking into ac- 
count the method of rupture, is most reprehen- 
sible. In thus pointing out the untrustworthi- 
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ness of the fracture test we do not leave the 
questions involved without other and exact 
means of settlement. Poor iron is so because it 
is impure. One per cent. of carbon, silicon, 
sulphur, or phosphorous seriously impairs the 
quality of iron, and the presence or absence of 
those elements can be ascertained with the 


greatest nicety by means of chemical analysis.

Apparatus for the Recovery of 
Soda. 


In treating wood-fibre, straw, corn-husks, 
Spanish grass, and other materials capable of 
forming pulps for the manufacture of paper, 
soda or potash is used, in a manner well known, 
to make the pulp of homogeneous consistency, 
the lye being afterward washed out and drawn 
off from the mass of pulp, as it would operate to 
deteriorate the quality of paper or board made 
from the pulp. The object of the apparatus il- 
lustrated is to recover the soda or potash used 
in the lye in a calcined state, so that it may be 
used over and over again in the treatment of 
successive batches of pulp, thus effecting a great 
saving in the manufacture of the pulp by reduc- 
ing the actual loss or waste of lye to a mini- 
mum, 

In the accompanying drawing, which repre- 
sents an elevation of the complete apparatus, B 
denotes a boiler, which may be of any desired 
construction or shape, and is heated by a rever- 
beratory furnace, A, of suitable construction. 

B’ is the steam dome or drum, from which a 
steam-pipe, C, leads to a second boiler, D, which 
has likewise a steam dome, D’, from which a 
steam pipe, E, leads to a third boiler, F, having 
a steam dome, F’. A fourth and fifth boiler 
may be used, if desired ; but, as a rule, a series 
of three boilers, only the first one of which is set 
over a furnace, will be found sufficient. 

The ‘‘ black lye,” as it is called, which has 
been washed from the pulp, and contains par- 
ticles of wood, straw, or other pulp fibre in a 
finely comminuted state, is fed to the boiler B 
through a pipe, M, the flow being regulated by a 
faucet or stop-valve, m. In this boiler the water 
contained in the lye is partly evaporated, and 
passes as steam through the pipe C into the 
second boiler, D, the concentrated lye entering 
the same boiler through pipe N, which has a 
valve, n. In the boiler D the lye is further 
concentrated by further evaporation by the heat 
of the steam in the boiler, the volume of steam 
passing through the pipe E into the third boiler, 
F, in the series, while the concentrated lye en- 
ters the boiler F through the pipe N’, which is 
provided with valve n’. Here further concen- 
tration of the lye takes place, the steam engen- 
dered in this boiler, as well as the heating-steam 


carried into it from boilers B and D, finally 
escaping through the outlet or blow-off pipe G. 
From this boiler, in which the lye has assumed a 
highly-concentrated state, containing a mini- 
mum of water, it is carried by a pipe, O, back 
into the reverberatory furnace A, where the 
impurities contained in the lye are reduced to 
ashes, while the soda or potash is calcined by 
the heat and ready for use, after cooling, in the 
treatment of another batch of pulp. 

The combination and arrangement of a series 
of boilers or evaporators in the manner described, 
avoids a high pressure in any one of the boilers, 
and utilizes the heat of the steam of evaporation 
to its fullest extent, the steam, as it escapes from 
the last boiler in the series, being comparatively 
“cold” or dead steam. The concentration of 
the lye takes place successively and by degrees, 


thus avoiding incrustation of the boilers or pipes, - 


while the reverberatory furnace A serves the 
double purpose of raising steam from the black 
lye in the initial boiler B and calcining the soda 


in the highly-concentrated lye fed to it through 
pipe O. 

The claim is for an apparatus for recovering 
soda and other lyes used in the manufacture of 
wood pulp, straw pulp, and other fibre pulps for 
paper manufacture, the same consisting of a set 
or series of boilers, B D F, connected by steam- 
pipes C and E, and having the escape-pipe G, in 
combination with the reverberatory furnace A, 
feed-pipe M, connecting-pipes N and N’, and 
pipe O, for returning the concentrated lye from 
the last boiler in the series to the reverberatory 


furnace under the first. (266,915.)

On Sulphate of Alumina and Alum. 


Sulphate of alumina can be produced more 
cheaply than alum, and, being richer than the 
latter, weight for weight in soluble alumina 
may be advantageously substituted for it in sizing 
papers and even in dyeing, if it contains neither 
iron nor an excess of acid. These properties are 
becoming more and more appreciated, and have 
in the last few years determined a rapid increase 
of production. The firm of Pommier, of Genne- 
villiers, alone turns out three million kilo- 
grammes (more than six million pounds) sulphate 
of alumina, 

A sulphate of alumina, perfectly free from iron 
and from acid in excess, is prepared at Oeresund, 
near Copenhagen, by treating with sulphuric acid 
the alumina obtained as a by-product from the 
manufacture of alkali from the cryolite of 
Greenland. 

In the south of France there has been em- 
ployed since 1867, at the Salindres Works, alu- 
mina extracted from bauxite, a rock quarried 
at Baux, in the department Bouches-du-RhOne, 
which is formed of hydrate of alumina mixed 
with a little sesquioxide of iron (ferric oxide), 
and silica. 

The calcination of this rock, which contains 
from 60 to 75 per cent. of alumina with soda- 
ash, gives aluminate of soda soluble in water 
and insoluble sesquioxide of iron. The concen- 
trated solution of the aluminate, if treated with 
a current of carbonic acids, reproduces carbo- 
nate of soda, and precipitates the alumina in 
the form of a granular powder easy to wash. 
This alumina, if dissolved in hot sulphuric acid 
moderately diluted, yields sulphate of alumina, 
which sets into a mass on cooling. 

Bauxite has been since found in a considerable 
number of localities. Besides the reddish baux- 
ite, containing more than 3 per cent. of iron, 
there bas been found, as at Villeveyrac, in |’He- 
rault, a gray or pale bauxite containing only 
144 per cent. of iron. Since 1875 the long and 
tedious treatment of bauxite with soda-ash, as 
above described, has been superseded by a direct 





attack with sulphuric acid. Bauxite in excess, 
treated with hot sulphuric acid, gives sulphate 
of alumina, without free acid, with a constant 
proportion of alamina, and retaining less than 
1 per cent. of sesquioxide of iron. This ferru- 
ginous sulphate is used successfully for sizing 
common papers. [It is, of course, unfit for dye- 
ing.] The firm Augé, of Montpellier, besides 
this ferruginous sulphate, manufacture a sul- 
phate of alumina, in which a part of the iron is 
replaced by oxide of zinc. This compound is 
obtained by putting slips of metallic zine in the 
solutions of sulphate of alumina, which contain 
persulphate of iron without free acid. The 
presence of a small quantity of zinc in sulphate 
of alumina presents no inconvenience to the 
paper maker, even for the whitest articles. 

The known methods for the production of alum 
continue to be employed without any signal 
modification ; but the old French producers ex- 
perience a formidable rivalry on behalf of those 
manufacturers who employ bauxite and those 
who utilize the alunite imported from Italy. 

In the south of France large quantities of 
alum are prepared by converting bauxite into 
sulphate of alumina by treatment with sulphuric 
acid, as described above, and then adding to the 
sulphate thus obtained the crude salts of potash 
obtained from the mother-waters of the salt 
works on the Mediterranean coast by Balard’s 
process. 

Alunite, which is mined at La Tolfa, near 
Rome, and which has since been met with in 
France, in the department of Puy-de-Dome, is 
an insoluble rock, composed chiefly of subsul- 
phate of alumina with sulphate of potash with 
a little sesquioxide of iron and silica. This rock, 
if slightly calcined and then exposed to moist air 
for some months, gives, when treated with 
water, a solution of alum perfectly free from 
iron and crystallizing in cubes. This cubic alum 
was formerly called Roman alum. 

Not more than one-third of the alum present 
in the mineral was utilized by the process 
formerly employed. 

In 1877 a French company possessed at Civita 
Vecchia, near Rome, works for treating the 
alunite of La Tolfa, which contains about 33 
per cent. of alumina. The alunite was first 
roasted, which makes it more easily attacked 
by sulphuric acid, and renders a partof the 
sesquioxide of iron present insoluble. It was 
then treated with sulphuric acid at 98° Tw., and 
the quantity of sulphate of potash necessary 
for converting all the alumina into alum was 
added. The weight of crystal alum thus ob- 
tained was about threefold of what was given 
by the old process. 

The alunite of La Tolfa has been imported into 
France since 1878, and treated by the process 
just described in the Maletra works at Rouen. 
This new industry renders more difficult the sit- 
uation of the establishments, which (as in the 
departments of L’Aisne and L’Oise) prepare 
alum by means of alumino-pyritous lignites. 

In the latter they are obliged to buy all the 
sulphate of potash which must enter into the 
alum to be produced, while alunite contains 
about one-third of the weight of the sulphate of 
potash necessary for utilizing all its alumina, so 
that the expense is pro tanto reduced. Alunite 
being considered as a raw material, enters France 
free of duty, so that the manufacturers who 
work it derive an advantage from our protec- 
tionist tariff.— Moniteur des Produits Chimiques.

Use of Chloride of Barium in the 
Manufacture of Paper. 





It is found that permaneut white or “ blanc 
fixe,” that is sulphate of baryta, very finely di- 
vided, gives an extreme whiteness if added to 
the stuff. This result can only be attained with 
white of the best quality and in the finest state 
of division. 

The same result is obtained with the chloride 
of barium, which is more easy to use, costs much 
less, and produces a more intimate adhesion of 
the sulphate of baryta to the fibre. 

After sizing in the pulp the sulphate of soda 
resulting from the decomposition of the resinate 
of soda by the alum or sulphate of alumina ex- 
ists in a very dilute solution in the pulp, all the 
fibres of which are penetrated with it. If we 
then add chloride of barium the sulphate of 
soda is decomposed, forming sulphate of baryta, 
which is fixed in the fibres much more com- 
pletely than by any mechanical action whatever. 

Ten pounds of chloride of barium to 100 
pounds of pulp suffice to decompose all the sul- 
phate of soda. If it is desired to weight the 
paper with sulphate of baryta, the doses of 
chloride of barium and of sulphate of alumina 
must be increased. 

We must only use crystalline chloride of 
barium, pure and white, which gives a perfectly 
clear solution. — Moniteur des Produits Chi- 
miques.

Holyoke Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyo«ce, Mass., November 30, 1882. 

The census report of the statistics of the paper 
industry is of interest here, and the comments 
)f the JOURNAL were to the point. It is to be 
,oped that there has not been as much careless- 
ness in the rest of the census returns, as there 
appears to be in the number of paper manufac- 
tories. That there has been a great error here 
is clearly shown by Lockwood’s Directory, 
which, as has been said, gives the details in re- 
gard to each mill, and gets its reports from direct 
sources. There is probably no other trade in 
which so many are engaged and so widely scat- 
tered, which has its statistics so well gathered 
every year, as the paper trade. Who knows 
how many errors are made in the other census 
figures? The classification is very poor. What 
is meant, for instance, by “ writing paper,” of 
which 32,937 tons were made during the year / 
Does it include only the product of the “fine” 
mills, or does it take in also the writing paper 
made by the engine-sized mills? Then, what is 
‘‘ printing paper?” Is it book and news lumped 
together. Holyoke and Western Massachu- 
setts claim to contain the aristocratic paper 
mills, no straw goods, and but very little 
news, outside of Lee; and we are interest- 
ed in knowing how much fine paper, both 
writing and book, is made. A much 
better classification would have been into ani- 
mal sized, engine-sized flats, book paper, news, 
manilla, straw, &c. Then, the smaller divisions 
of bank note, tissue and the like could have been 
made if desired. All of our best engine-sized 
mills make flats, and the present census figures 
do not give them much information in their 
branch of the business. The classification of 
each trade ought to be made by some one famil- 
iar with that particular business. We have 
reckoned the product of the fine mills of the 
country at about 100 tonsa day since the latest 
increase in power and machinery in the various 
mills, and it would probably not go above this. 
As the census figures, 32,937 tons, make 106 tons 
a day, they probably are intended to include 
the engine-sized flats, though, if this is so, the 
amount seems small. In the list of materials no 
prominence is given to wood pulp, as has been 
before noted. Next to rags this is now the most 
important item of paper stock. An enormous 
quantity is made, and the quality has vastly 
improved of late. No account is made either of 
mineral pulp. I saw a sample of “ manilla” 
paper not long ago, made entirely of wood and 
mineral stock. It was not produced in this city. 

This is the annual and State Thanksgiving 
day, and most of the mill people are enjoying a 
holiday. The paper manufacturers do not be- 
grudge this, as they sometimes do, for business 
is rather dull compared with the few past years. 
Since election, trade of all kinds has fallen off, 
and the paper business must follow. But the 
cheerful manufacturer in almost every branch 
will find plenty to give thanks for in the experi- 
ence of the year. D. H. & J. C. Newton show 
their feeling by distributing 150 pounds of tur- 
keys among the most needy of their employees. 

The Powers Paper Company, of Springfield 
has absorbed the rag business formerly con- 
ducted by J. J. Moore, and Mr. Moore is re- 
tained as salesman. The latter is a popular and 
pleasant man for the occupation, and Mr. Powers 
will probably add considerably to the present 
large volume of his business. He has been in 
active trade for twenty-five years, constantly 
increasing the business both in variety and 
amount. He still runs an extensive news and 
periodical establishment at the old stand under 
the Massasoit house, but his main business is in 
a large block, where he carries a heavy stock of 
papers, makes envelopes and papeteries, con- 
ducts a large printing establishment, &c. He 
sells about five tons of paper daily. His chief 
local competitors in the rag business are Dickin- 
son & Mayo, of Springfield, and the National 
Paper Company, of this city. Mr. Powers, by 
the way, is in danger of being elected Mayor of 
Springfield again next Tuesday. The question 
is whether he wants to serve the city again in 
that office. 

R. M. Fairfield, of the Whiting Paper Com- 
pany, has been chosen president of the Amaranth 
Club, 

The approaching city election here makes con- 
siderable talk, and among the men called upon 
by the public to serve as aldermen are a num- 
ber of prominent paper manufacturers, These 
leading citizens do not always respond to such 
calls as promptly as they should. It is too much 
the habit to let these important places be filled 
with inferior men. 

John J. Manning, of Mill River, whose patent 
suction pumps are much used by the paper mills 
of this city, has just patented an arrangement 
for cleaning the wires of Fourdrinier machines 
without interrupting the operation of the ma- 
chine or injuring the wire. Mr. Manning has 
orders for a large number already. 

Will Caldwell, of the Riverside Paper Mill 
office, who recently had an eye removed on ac- 
count of erysipelas, is on duty again. H. 

An extension of the paper process, says the 
Imprimerie of Paris, has been carried out by a 
Parisian founder, who, by the aid of this method, 
succeeded in casting a sculptured head of a 
figure representing the Republic, and afterward 
took a cast of the head and the pedestal on which 
it stood, in one piece. The size of this casting 
was 22 by 19 centimetres, and the depth of the 
relief ranged from 5 to 15 millimetres.

Several Belgian firms prepare an ornamental 
paper, which, at first sight, cannot be distin- 
guished, it is said, from satin. The method of 
production consists in covering common paper 
with an adhesive size, and asbestos, dyed to the 
shade required, is sprinkled upon the moist sur- 
face. Asbestos takes up all colors, especially the 


wnilines, very readily. The superfluous matter, 
when dry , is easily taken off.

Announcement was made on Monday last of 
the failure of Kendall Brothers, paper-stock 
dealers, 140 Nassau street, New York. On that 
day the firm made an assignment to Frank L. 
Hall, of Weeks & De Forest, lawyers, at 120 
Broadway, giving preferences to Esther H. Had- 
den for $4,500, and Robert C. Billings, of Boston, 
for $50,000, both for borrowed money. 

The firm of Kendall Brothers is composed of 
Hugh and Charles B. Kendall, who are both 
comparatively young men. Hugh is about 
thirty-five years of age, his brother being about 
five years his junior. Benjamin F. Kendall who 
was a stock broker in Wall street, is their 
father. His second wife was a daughter of Wil- 
liam Sergeant, formerly of Sergeant & Hunt, 
and father of Joseph and William R. Sergeant, 
composing the firm of Sergeant Brothers. Mr. 
Sergeant employed the two young Kendalls as 
clerks for his firm. Hugh afterward left Ser- 
geant & Hunt and went as clerk with Henry E.

Nothing was received from Hugh F. Ken- 
dall, although the assignee was notified that any 
statement which the firm desired to make would 
be published. The JouRNAL reporter, seeking 
for Hugh Kendall, has not been able to find him, 
but has been informed that he is with the as- 
signee and declines to be interviewed, standing 
upon his legal rights. 


On Wednesday afternoon about a half-dozen 
of the principal creditors held a _ private 
meeting at the office of Lee & Sturges, to 
discuss the failure and to decide what 
steps should be taken for their mutual protec- 
tion. A pretty free expression of opinion was 
exchanged, and a resolution was passed to place 
their affairs in the hands of counsel, with in- 
structions to probe the failure to the bottom and 
to take such other action as might seem expe- 
dient. Horwitz & Neustadt having instituted a 
replevin suit to recover stock to the value of 
$1,400 sold to insolvents on November 19, and 
identified by them in the firm’s warehouse in 
Brooklyn, the sheriff of Kings County seized the 
stock, whereupon Cohn, Lazarus & Co. on 
Wednesday rebonded it in the amount of $6,000. 

One of the firm’s principal creditors called on 
Hugh Kendall, on Friday, the 24th inst., and 
asked that he should be paid in cash or good 
bills receivable for some $6,000 not yet settled 
for. Hugh Kendall said that he could not give 
him anything ; that it was their invariable rule 
to provide for the payment of all their notes 
thirty days in advance. That they had so pro- 
vided for them, and appealed to his creditor 
if it would be right for him to jeopardize their 
payments by letting him have what he wanted. 
The creditor left him feeling very certain that a 
long line of notes falling due in December would 
be promptly met on maturity. 

Charles Kendall is said to assert that the first 
he knew of the judgment of Cohn, Lazarus & 
Co. was when this fact was announced by tele- 
phone from the firm’s warehouse in Brooklyn at 
the moment that the sheriff made his levy on 
Friday of last week. Up to this time he had 
not known that his firm was being sued by 
Cohn, Lazarus & Co. He is said to acknowledge 
that some time in August a person came to his 
office and placed on his desk before him a paper, 
which, upon examination, he discovered had 
something to say about Cohn, Lazarus & Co.’s 
account, which amounted to over $13,000 and 
had remained unpaid since April. He called on 
Cohn, Lazarus & Co., and on asking them what 
1t meant, received the answer that it referred 
to their little account, and ‘“‘that they had 
concluded to put itin that shape.’?

D. H. & J. C. Newton, Holyoke, Mass., dis- 
tributed 150 turkeys among their employees on 
Wednesday.

time when necessary. 


The engine is put in to 


bridge over the summer months when low water 
would otherwise occasion a shut-down. 


The Russell Paper Company, Lawrence, Mass., 
has decided to put the Edison electric lamps in 
its paper mill. It will also run wires from the 
mill to the houses of both Wm. A. and George 
W. Russell. It has ordered a 6}¢x5 Lawrence 
engine for power, which is the fourth engine of 
this make the company has purchased. 

The Oronoque tissue mills, Birmingham, 
Conn., have made their first run on tissue ma- 
nillas with satisfactory results. 





SOUTHERN STATES. 

Jobn A. Dushane & Co. have just received 
for their Ivy Mill, near Reisterstown, Md., a 
new Warren (Centennial Star patent) screen and 
vat, which they will put in shortly, thus adding 
still more to the efficiency of their machinery, 
which they are determined shall be of the best. 
These gentlemen are live business men, and lose 
no opportunity for introducing any modern im- 
provement of known utility in their several 
mills, Their brands of paper are well known in 
the market. 

Another engine has been put in at the Old Do- 
minion Paper Mills, Richmond, Va., which runs 
the machine entirely.

Improved Automatic Knife- 
Grinder. 





The cut illustrates the Improved Automatic 
Knife-Grinder, manufactured by the Springfield 
Glue and Emery Company, Springfield, Mass, 
This machine is used for grinding all kinds ot 
long knives, such as are used on paper machines, 
planing machines, trimming presses, leather 
splitting machines, tobacco machines, shears, &c. 
It has an emery wheel, 26x1}¢ inches, in a swing 
frame which can be instantly adjusted so that 
the wheel can be entirely worn up. Cone pulleys 
are employed to increase the speed as the wheel 
is worn away. Cone pulleys are used on the 
feed shait to regulate the carriage to any desired 
speed. There is an automatic cross-feed, so ar- 
ranged that it can be set to grind the desired 
amount, and then stop feeding ; this saves the 
time of an attendant, and this saving will soon 
pay fora machine. A dial is marked to degrees 
at the end of the knife-bar, so that the bar can be 
quickly set and the knives ground to the same 
degree or bevel as when previously ground, 

Both ends of the knife feed forward alike, at 
the same time, and when the knife has passed 
the wheel. This is an advantage that can only 
be attained by an automatic crossfeed. The 
knife can be set with its edge up or down, to 
grind to from the edge as may be desired. The 
emery wheel is inclosed in a metallic bood, having 
a reservoir on top from which a smal! amount 
of water runs on the knife and prevents all heat- 
ing and drawing of the temper. It is impossible 
to grind with a dry wheel without heating and 
warping the knife more or less. The hood pro-

tects the wheel from dust, the machine from 


loose emery, and in connection with a pan on 
the carriage catches the water. The carriage 
can be instantly stopped by dropping the worm 
out of gear and without shipping any belts, or 


the slow process of stopping the wheel. This 
will be found convenient for putting on and 
taking off knives. The working parts are well 
protected from the emery. This machine is 
heavy, strong, well proportioned and thoroughly 
made. The wheel is intended to run about 350 


revolutions per minute.
